Aged Bank Secretary Tells How the 
Woman Worked Herself Into 
His Good Graces. 


ANDREW CARNEGIE SUMMONED 


Admiral Sir Edward H. Seymour has 
opened an Inquiry at Davenport, Eng., 
into the protest filed by rapt. Mills, of 
the American Line steamer Philadel¬ 
phia. in which It was asserted that the 
lives of the passengers on board the 
steamer had been endangered as she 
was approaching port by reckless gun¬ 
nery practice from a British gunboat. 

According to Japanese official reports 
from Port Arthur four Russian battle¬ 
ships, two cruisers, a gunboat and a 
torpedo boat are completely disabled 
and there Is no further necessity of 
bombarding the fleet. The Japanese 
are throwing shells Into the town, which 
Is being heavily damaged. 


Among the nominations sent to the 
fienate yesterday by the President was 
that of Charles P. Neill, of the District 
of Columbia, to succeed Carroll D. 
Wright as Commissioner of Labor. 
Willett M. Hays, of Minnesota, was 
nominated for Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture. 


For the fifth time within two months 
the plant of the Newport Iron Foundry 
and Machine Company, at Newport, has 
be*n dynamited* The roof was tom oft 
and much damage done to the building 
Sunday night, but all the workmen es¬ 
caped uninjured. 


There was no resumption of rioting 
yesterday In St. Petersburg, though 
m4nor disturbances were reported In 
other parts of Russia. The radical ele¬ 
ment has Issued proclamations calling 
for a demonstration at the opening of 
the Sasonerf trial. 


In the Nan Patterson trial yesterday 
Justice Davis rebuked a New York 
paper for publishing Interviews with 
wives of the Jurors. A human skeleton 
was introduced to show the course of 
the bullet that killed Caesar Young. 

More than 400 delegates were present 
yesterday at the opening of the Na¬ 
tional Cotton Convention In Shreveport, 
La. The meeting will be in session four 
days to discus* plans of exterminating 
the boll weevil. 

The famous Olympian Springs prop¬ 
erty In Bath oouaty has been sold to 
Attorney Thomas P. Forman, of Lex¬ 
ington, for $16,000. It Is ssld he Is act- 
lr.g for a syndicate, who will Improve 
and develop It. 

The American Tobacco Company has 
moved the Paul Brown factory from St. 
Trouts to Louisville In pursuance of a 
plan to center its plug tobacco indus¬ 
try In this cMty. 


Cleveland, Dec. 12—Trouble for Mr*. 
Oassie L. Chadwick Increased at a rapid 
rate to-day. She was twice Indicted by 
the grand Jury' of Cuyahoga county anl 
her old-time friend. Ir! Reynolds, took 
rho stand In court and made evident 
his intention to shield and protect her 
no longer. The aged secretary of the 
Wade Park bank presented a pathetic 
picture as he answered quest ion after 
question, which brought out hi* own 
Implicit faith In Ihe woman whose 
financial transactions have well-nigh 
ruined him In fortune arid caused him 
such Infinite trouble. Only one query 
he attempted to evade. This was when 
he was aaked how much of his personal 
estate had passed Into the possession 
of Mrs. Cmadwlck. His eyes filled and 
he requested that he be excused from 
answering. The question was not 
pushed. 

• • • 

Forgery Charged. 

The formal Indictments voted against 
Mrs. Chadwick this afternoon ore 
baaed, one upon the Carnegie note for 
$260,000. which was made payable at the 
office of Andrew ^’nrnegle In New York 
City, and the oth^r upon the Carnegie 
note for $500,000. which was payable at 
the National Rank of Commerce in New 
York. Under each Indictment are two 
counts charging forgery, the other ut¬ 
tering of forged paper. 

Information of the Indictments was at 
once wired to New York by County 
Prosecutor Keeler, and he requested 
that Mrs. Chadwick be Immediately re¬ 
arrested If she secured bail on the oth¬ 
er charges hanging over her. 

The examination of Irl Reynolds, 
treasurer and secretary of the Wade 
Park bank, before Referee Remington 
in the Bankruptcy Court to-day failed 
to disclose any asset that might be se¬ 
cured by Receiver Lo^wer. appointed by 
the Federal Court, but brought from 
Mr. Reyonlds In reply t.o questions: 
"She told me she was the Illegitimate 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie.” 

Later Mr. Reynolds In detailing his 
transactions with Mrs. Chadwick, said: 
"in all my transactions with Mrs. 
OhAdwick I believed from what she told 
me that Andrew Carnegie was barking 
her and all her Indebtedness would be 
paid.” 

He then added: “And I have not had 
anything yet to make me doubt it.”

Had Diamonds Galore. 


There was another heavy decline in

Mr. Reynolds was asked If he knew 
of Mrs. Chadwick ever having dia¬ 
monds and replied that he had seen dia¬ 
monds that had been pledged In New 
York and were inventoried at $98,000. 
He had also seen them at the house. 
They were contained In several trays in 
a box and Mr. Reynolds caused a rip¬ 
ple of laughter In the court room when 
he said: “They were as nice and pretty 
a lot of pearls and diamonds as you 
ever saw “ He did not know, however, 
where they were now. 

The Witness appeared anxious to help 
the officials in every way and volun¬ 
teered much Information. One question 
caused htim to bridle somewhat, (how¬ 
ever. and his reply was most pathetic. 
He was asked how much his personal 
loans to her amounted to and he said in 
a voice trembling with emotion: “Pleis • 
excuse me from answering that. I am 
willing to tel! all I know of this affair, 
but I’m going to stay right here In 
Cleveland. I’m not going to run away 
I’m going to stay here and take my 
medicine. 1 want to see the other debts 
paid.” 

Mr. Reynolds’ memory was faulty as 
to dates and he was frequently cor¬ 
rected by Attorney Andrew Squire, who 
sat near him.

Asked a* to the transactions subse¬ 
quent to 1903, Mr. Reynolds said: 
“There Is one. It is a little banking 
secret, but I’m willing to tell all. She 
came to me. I think It was In 1904, and 
said she had $12,000 In paper payable 
nt the Prudential Trust Company. If 
I would let her have the money she 
would put up United States Steel bonds 
In the morning as collateral. I consult- 
ed my committee and with their con¬ 
sent I loaned her the money. The next

Needed a Stronger Vault. 

Just before he was appointed custo¬ 
dian of this last package Mr. Reynolds 
said Mrs. Chadwick carne to the bank 
one afternoon with a package she said 
contained Steel bonds. •‘There was as 
many as you could carry in your two 
arms.” he said. “She left them In the 
vault and when she returned from Eu¬ 
rope she took them away saying she 
had been advised to put such a vast 
amount of valuable pnj>er In a better 
vault.” 

Mr. Reynolds understood she was to 
take them to New York or Pittsburg. 

At one time h*» sold she made u writ¬ 
ten statem-nt to his committee that 
she had over two millions In bonds In 
the safety deposit vault In the Wade 
Park Bank. 

Repeated efforts on Mr. Reynolds’ 
part to close up the dealings with Mrs. 
Chadwick met with excuse and de¬ 
lay. He was put off time after time, 
yet did not lose confidence. He de¬ 
tailed one Instance, on May 11. 1904. 
when lie went to New York expecting 
to settle the entire affair, Mrs. Chad¬ 
wick was In consultation with a num¬ 
ber of lawyers and after waiting two 
days returned to Cleveland without 
seeing her. 

• • • 

Eyes Opened a Week Ago. 

He had read the trust agreement, 
but had never seen the signature. Mrs. 
Chadwick had told him the original waa 
in the i*ackage he held. He confidently 
believed everything would b* paid up 
to a week ago, and had no suspicion of 
anything wrong until a few days before 
Mr. Newton brought his suit. Then his 
attorney, Mr. Carver, of Boston, called 
at the Wade Park Bank and said he 
understood he held some Rtepl securi¬ 
ties of Mrs. Chadwick’s and showed 
him a paper assigning all her right njid 
title In Reynolds' holdings. 

Several notes of $10,(KH> each, payable 
to Dr. Chadwick, had been taken up by 
Mr. Reynolds. He declared they wer** 
payable out of nny moneys that might 
have l»een on credit to Mrs. Chadwick 
In the First National Rstik of Cleveland 
on August 20. Home of these wen* p.ild 
and In February or March. 1904. money 
\\its p!*aced to her credit In this bank. 
Mr. Reynolds thought money came 
from the East to pay all these, and felt 
assured that what h*» held was all right. 

He was further assured when Judge 
Olcott. of New York, came to Cleve¬ 
land and whs Introduced to him over 
the telephone by Mrs. Chadwick. Judge 
Olcott assured him that he would re¬ 
lieve Mrs. Chadwick from her unen¬ 
viable position. Tie knew Judge Olcott 
was here because he was assured by a 
check for $1,500 signed by Judge Olcott 
lie received the next day.

Sent For Another SI5,000. 

Still another Incident was derailed by 
th** witness. “When Mrs Chadwick 
was In Europe.” he saiit, “she wrote 
that Dr. Chadwick was in the hospital 
seriously 111, the daughter was *11 and 
she was in sore distress. Emil came 
home to save expenses and here he was 
taken with typhoid fever, tfhe cabled 
me that she had no monej*. and I sent 
h*r $15,000. The shock of Emil’s illness 
tmde her seriously ill. and when she 
arrived here she was thought to be 
dying. .She then told me where. If any¬ 
thin? happened to h^r I would find a 
letter to Mr. Carnegie and he would t> *t- 
tle all her indebtedness.” 

Witness had s-»en no other notes, but 
had seen a check which was sen* to his 
house when she was III. It was for 
$00,000 and had Andrew Carnegie’s 
name signed to it. Whe:h«*rany money 
was ever procure*! on It he did not 
know. 

As to the value of Mrs. Chadwick’s 
household fittings. Mr. Reynolds 
thought they might ho worth $200,000. 
He said he took a chattel mortgage 
ibnut two years ago, but had never 
recorded It. 

This concluded the examination of 
Mr. Reynolds and Ihe hearing was put 
over until Saturday for the presence 
of further witnesses. These, it Is un¬ 
derstood. are Mrs. Chadwick and her 
son. Emil If they are not In this city 
by that time the examination will be 
put over still further.

Others May Be Indicted. 

Prosecutor Kohler, after the indict¬ 
ment against Mrs. Chadwick had been 
returned. nMubUfibed the hope of secur¬ 
ing Indictment* against other persons 
who have been concerned in the affair.

GENERAL DENIAL BY DEFENSE. 


Winchester. Ky.. Dec. 21—I Special.) 
—The decks are cleared for action In 
the big Marcum damage cult. The Jury 
has been selected, the opening state¬ 
ments of counsel have been made on 
both sides, and the taking of testimony 
will begin In the morning. Attorney A. 
Floyd Byrd, for the plaintiff, occupied 
the forenoon session of court An A John 
M Stevenson, for the defers\ all the 
afternoon. 

The statement of Mr. Byrd as to what 
the plaintIfT expected to prove was the 
most terrible arraignment ever heard 
here. It waa delivered In a calm, even 
voice with no algna of passion or anger, 
but as he noted the testimony of one 
witness after another without naming 
them, and the various times and cir¬ 
cumstances when efforts were made to 
procure the murder of Marcum it was 
evident that he had most thoroughly 
prepared his case and was familial 
with every detail of the ground covered 
In the plaintiff's sweeping charge^. 

• • • 

Severe Arraignment. 

In his opening fdatement Byrd as¬ 
serted that years l»efore the killing of 
Marcum the defendants had t|f!ed to 
procure his assassination; that on one 
oi-easlon the defendants gave M*»*»e 
Feltner and another man guns to kill 
Marcum, who was in the courthouse; 
that Curt Jett and Turn White were on 
the other side of the courthouse watch¬ 
ing. but for come cause Marcum was 
not killed then. He detailed the al¬ 
leged lying-In wait of their emissaries 
In tt n>ck quarry neat* Marcum’s home 
to kill Marcum lie *et forth on an 
expected Journey; that one time Mar¬ 
cum w-^as saved from death because he 
had hi* baby in his arms and the as* 
sa5*sin would net shoot, and one of the 
defendants upbraided the a***s*ln for 
vant of nerve and salt! he should havo 
tired If It had wrapped the entrails of 
the l>:xit around Its father’s neck. He 
SiiM that Fult French offered a man * 
pair of mules to kill Marcum, and re¬ 
cited other Instances hi which he al¬ 
leged he would prove conspiracy. 

• • • 

Motive For the Killing. 

He asserted that there* was ample 
motive f*»r the killing of Marcum by 
emissaries of the defendants; that for 
many years Marcum had stood in the 
way of thn defendant’s political ambi¬ 
tions and hod been a successful attor¬ 
ney against them; that prior to the 
killing of Marcum he hail been Indict¬ 
ed for criminal libel In Breathitt coun¬ 
ty for certain statement* published In 
a city dally; that Marcum secured a 
change of venue to Magoffin county 
and the case was to have b»en tried 
I Mft> 12, 1208: il'.nt Marcum wa« 
prepared to prove the truth of the al¬ 
leged libelous statements; that It was 
nece.'sary to have him killed before he 
did so. ami that he was slain on May 4. 
Byrd declared that French hated Mar¬ 
cum. n« Marcum had prosecuted him 
on an Indictment for participation In a 
murder In one of the mountain coun¬ 
ties.

Flan of Defense. 

The plan of defense, as seemingly 
outlined in the presentation of the case 
for the defense by John M. Stevenson. 
Is -a general and specific denial of any 
conspiracy or of any participation In 
such cotuspliSLcy, If one existed. 
claimed that many of the witnesses 
which the plaintiffs expected to produce 
were disreputable persons whose tes¬ 
timony was not tu be believed and 
called attention to the high eeteein In 
which the defendants are held as la ev¬ 
idenced by the positions they hold and 
have held.

New York, !**<•. 12.—A ' headless hu¬ 
man skeleton, dorsal vertebrae and riba, 
played on important part In the trial 
of Nan Patterson for the murder of 
“Caesar” Young to-day. The grewsome 
exhibits were made use of in the ex¬ 
amination of Dr. Philip O*Hanlon, the 
Coroner'* physician, who performed the 
autopsy on Young's body. Miss Pat¬ 
tern'»n’s oouusel protested at the use of 
the skeleton, asserting that It did not 
compare correctly w ith the structure of 
the dead man’s body, but his objections 
were overruled. 

The skeleton was used to decide th« 
course c»f* the bullet after it entered 
Young’s body The prosecution con¬ 
tended that 11 had gon** straight to the 
spine, which, the Ftate’s lawyer* 
believed, proved that YoUng did not 
kill himself. 

Assuming that Young, with the pistol 
in his right hand, hud crossed It over 
to his che^t and shot Into his leTt side, 
th* prosecution contended that the l>ul- 
Irt would have traveled to the left. 
T* fa'-t that It fiew sUalght Inward 
to the spine wns advanced as proving 
that th»* wound w*n* not self-inflicted. 
!)r. O’Hanlon was positive that the bul¬ 
let had taken a straight course to the 
right. 

Lawyer Levy, for the defense, tried 
to gain ah admission that the muscular 
covering of the ribs at the point of en¬ 
trance of the bullet may have deflected 
Its course, but Dr. O’Hanlon declared 
that there had been no deflection until 
the bullet ptruck the spine. 

When Mr. Levy asked Dr. O’Hanlon 
It he had not at first declared the caw? 
to be a suicide the Prosecutor objected, 
and the objection was sustained. 

Dr. O’Hanlon testified that he had 
found powder marks on Young** 
fingers. His ‘testimony as to the course 
of the bullet was corroborated by Dr. 
Rlglms, of the Hudsnn-street Hospital. 

William Sftemm testified that the 
driver of the cab lifted the trap and 
looked lit after the shot was fired. 

Justice Davis said from the bench 
that a gross Impropriety had been com 
mltt^d by a newspaper in publishing 
what purported to be the views of the 
wives of the jurors concerning the case. 
He cautioned the jurors not to discuss 
the testimony, even In their own fam¬ 
ilies. _ _

The first of the final steps to make 
Louisville the center of the American 
Tobacco Company’s plug manufactur¬ 
ing Industry has been taken in the re¬ 
moval of the Paul Brown Tobacco 
Works of SL Louis to Louisville. This 
was announced yesterday by R. K. 
Smith, vice president of the American 
Tobacco Company arid formerly resi¬ 
dent director for the company in Ken¬ 
tucky. Mr. Smith carne on from New 
York to arrange for the transfer of the 
business which is of very considerable 
proportions. 

This change In the poficy of the 
American Tobacco Company Is made 
In pursuance of it plan long 
In contemplation and ns a real¬ 
ization of the representation made 
at the last session of the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature one years ago. At the 
meeting of the Legislature twx) years 
before the last session a law’ was passed 
taxing all manufacturers of tobacco In 
Kentucky and compelling each manu¬ 
facturer to make a monthly Mtatemmt 
of the business done on the basis for 
this tax. When this law' w'as passe* 1 
Mr. Smith nod other representative* of 
the Continental Tobacco Company, 
which was then the name of the com¬ 
pany manufacturing plug. *nld that 
their company had already planned to 
make Louisville the center of Its manu¬ 
facturing plants and to do this had ' 
proposed to close down a number »>f 
factories in other cities and bring them 
to Louisville.

' Tax Changed Plan*. 

The tax which was assessed against 
the manufacturers made It necessary 
for the Continental company to change 
Its plans and to continue the manufac¬ 
ture of tobacco a* It had been doing 
for years p«.st. During the tw’o years 
that the law* wae in force, the Continen¬ 
tal Tobacco Company paid the tux 
without queedlon, but. nt the last ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, this company, 
together with other companies in the 
State, went Io Frankfort and asked 
that the law be repealed. It was shown 
that the revenues derived from the 
manufacture of tobacco did not realise 
the hoper of those who had framed the 
bill, and It was also promised by the 
Continental Tobacco Company that if 
the law' were repealed it would carry 
out the plans it had In contemplation 
when the law’ first went Into effect.

The business was 
built up until at this time 10.000.000 
pounds of plug tobacco ure produced 
annually. Nearly nil of this product 
goes to a territory which Is equally as 
fur from Louisville a* from St. *LoulS, 
and with the plant in operation here, 
a considerable saving will be cITecled in 
the time and excuse of procuring the 
tobacco to be used. 

The National Tobacco Works will af¬ 
ford ample space for accomodation for 
the Brown plant. Assistant Manufac¬ 
turer Bradley, of SL Louis, is already* 
In LouIsvHQe. and other heads of the 
various departments are expected with¬ 
in two weeks. 

It is intended to biing about twelve 
of the managers and foremen from th»« 
St. LouU concern and to procure 'the 
labor in this city.

ROOSEVELT BIDING HIS TIME. 


CAN DEPEND UPON HAVING HIS 
OWN WAY THEN. 


THIS SESSION’S URGENT BILLS 


Washington. Dec. 12.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt is quoted as saying 
to-day that he would like the present 
session to pass a hill * along the lines 
of his Interstate Commerce recom¬ 
mendations. He probably believes, how¬ 
ever, that tliere lc no chance for such 
legislation, hence his message to Con¬ 
gress will dea! more vigorously than 
ever with the question when the next 
session meets. 

In the next Congress, it is stated to¬ 
day. the President will have .1 great 
deal better chance to secure legisla¬ 
tion than he has at present. This is 
especially true Ir. the House. The next 
House starts with a smashing big Re¬ 
publican majority. The big excess is 
due t"5 Roosevelt himself. The Roose¬ 
velt landslide carried in many a Re¬ 
publican Congressman, and most of the 
new Republican Congressmen know It. 
"You will And these men/' said n 
Western Republican member to-day, 
"heart and sou! ^Ith*Roosevelt In any¬ 
thing he may undertake, especially if 
It seems to be advocacy of a great pub¬ 
lic demand. There Is no question that 
railroad rat^s la a burning Issue in the 
Middle West, and these new represen¬ 
tatives will come In aware of that 
fact." 

"Rut there is still the Senate," was 
suggested. "Yes, there is still the 

Senate." was the admission. 

* • • 

Swayne Case May Go Over. 

The Belknap Impeachment proceed¬ 
ings occupied about six weeks of the 
time of the Senate. The officer who la 
Impeached Is usually given through his 
counsel such time as he desires within 
reason for defense; therefore, this be¬ 
ing the short session, there is every In¬ 
dication that the Senate will not act 
upon the Impeachment of Judge 
Swayne, w hich will be recommended by 
the House to-morrow. The recommen¬ 
dation can, however, He over until the 
next Congress without losing its status. 
The Senate Is a continuous body, and 
w’hile the question has never come di¬ 
rectly before the body. It Is the opin¬ 
ion that next winter, or for that mat¬ 
ter. five years from now. could legally 
serve just as well for the Impeachment. 

The House Committee's unanimous 
report against Swayne could have 
hardly been otherwise, and the reported 
plans of the Senate leaders to postpone 
the ciLse until the next session, or, 
perhaps for always. Is resulting in con¬ 
siderable criticism.

Favors Tariff Revision. 


David M. Good, president of the 
Gelser Manufacturing Company, of 
Waynesboro, one of the largest thresh¬ 
ing machine factories In the country, 
who has Just returned from an exten¬ 
sive tour In Europe, said to-day: 

"I hive seen and heard enough to 
fully convince me that the sooner the 
Dlngley Tariff Bill is adjusted to meet 
the requirements of the American man¬ 
ufacturers in the world's market, the 
better. I ha\e not met a single Amer¬ 
ican manufacturer within the past year 
who is not in favor of the revision of 
the present tariff, and I have met hun¬ 
dreds of them. 

"X believe that American manufac¬ 
turers and American workmen will be 
immensely benefited by a reduction In 
the present tariff schedule, especially 
on raw materials. We are building more 
machinery than the American nrfarkets 
require, and we must go into foreign 
markets to dispose of the surplus prod¬ 
uct, and w r e must be in a position to go 
there with attractive prices."

Urgent Bills. 

While little besides the regular ap¬ 
propriation bills can go through at this 
session, the Republican leaders have de¬ 
cided to urge the passage of the follow¬ 
ing bills, which may 'become law* before 
adjournment: 

The Philippine Civil Government Bill, 
amendments to the steamboat Inspec¬ 
tion laws. Aktska legislation and the 
transfer of the forestry work of tin* 
Department of the Interior to the Ag¬ 
ricultural Department. Strong efforts 
will be made to pass a pure food law, 
but conflicting interests nre likely to re¬ 
sult In postponement.

Ignited by the coals from a pipe 
which she lit just before falling to 
uleep in a chair, Mrs. Albert Du vis' 
clothing caught fire at 8 o'clock lost 
night and she was burned to death be¬ 
fore she awakened sufficiently to ex¬ 
tinguish the flames or scream for aid. 
Mrs. Davis lived at 941 Fulton street, 
and her fifteen-year-old son. William 
Davis, was nsleep In the room in which 
she met her death and awoke shortly 
after the flames had burned out, leav¬ 
ing his mother a ohnrred and almost 
unrecognisable mass. 

Dther than her son, all of Mrs Da¬ 
vis* family left home at 7 o'clock list 
night. Wearied from a day of labor, 
the son stretched himself on a couch 
In the room and prepared for a short 
nap before retiring. During his prep¬ 
arations hls mother spent her time 
clearing away the remains of the even 
ing meal and arranging the room. Prep¬ 
arations were made for the breakfast 
to have l>een served this morning and 
Mrs. Davis brought out her pipe to 
take her smoke, which has b*en her 
habit before going to bed for several 
years. t

Son Found Body. 

Drawing an easy chair into a corner 
near the fire, she filled the pipe and 
lit It from the grate. At this Juncture 
her son sank into slumber to awaken 
half an hour later to find hls mother's 
lifeless body on the floor not twenty 
feet from where he lay. Her pipe lay 
near her charred form, still burning 
from a tiny coal. 

No theory can he given for Mrs Da¬ 
vis’ death except that she went to 
sleep soon after ?h^ 111 her pipe, and, 
dropping it from her lips, the coals 
were spilled in her lap. So heavy were 
her slumbers that she evidently did not 
awake until her clothing waa practic¬ 
ally consumed, as she was found only 
a few feet from her chair and the posi¬ 
tion of her bony gave no signs of a 
struggle. 

After finding hls mother dead young 
Davis hurriedly summoned his father, 
who Is employed in the Louisville 
Paint Company’s saw mill, which l? 
near the home. A physician wa* hast¬ 
ily called, but life had been extinct for 
some timet Coroner Kelly wtfs called 
and pronounced death due to accidental 
burning.

Addicted To Tobacco Habit. 

Mrs. Davis was fifty years of ago*and 
the mother of several children. She had 
lived on Fulton street for several year* 
and had been addicted to the tobacco 
habit nearly all her life. The pipe which 
she was smoking when she dropped to 
sleep was an ordinary clay affair which 
she had used for several months. 

News of the tragic death spread rap¬ 
idly over the Point, and for some tlm<* 
the rumor was rife that murder had 
been committed, and such n message 
was sent to the First District Police 
station, to be supplemented a few mo¬ 
ments later with the true facts. ‘ Mrs. 
Davis’ husband Was working in the saw 
mill at the time and another son is out 
of Louisville. Soon after the discovery 
of her body was made Coroner Kelly 
directed tha»t It be taken to th** under¬ 
taking establishment of John J. Barrett 
at 824 East Main street. No arrange¬ 
ments have been made for the funeral 
services.

The schools throughout the city with 
the exception of the High and Normal 
Schools, were divided Into districts, 
and it was ordered that In the balanc¬ 
ing of salaries the districts will he con¬ 
sidered instead of ihe individual rchool 
as heretofore. This change meajis that 
one school in a district may have more 
high-salaried teachers than another In 
the same district provided the condition 
of the two leads the trustees to bellete 
such a course is best. 

The amendment abolishing corporal 
punishment was discussed at much 
length. Prof. Mark, after reading the 
new rule, made a statement advocating 
the change and calling attention to the 
fact that many parents objected to 
their children being punished at school 
and said some one hnd told him that 
they would Institute criminal proceed¬ 
ings again#! any teacher or principal 
who did so. lie said It was not right to 
punish one child by whipping and an¬ 
other by sending him horn? to hls par¬ 
ents to he punJshed. Mr. Atkinson said 
he had long favored such a rule and 
told of aeveral cas' s where children had 
been unmercifully beaten by teachers.

Thompson Favored Corporal Punish¬ 
ment. 

Mt. Thompson Look the other view, 
and quoted from an educational paper 
to show that 'the majority of 4’he larg¬ 
er cities oor.tmue to use corporal pun¬ 
ishment, though throwing restrictions 
around the teacher*. He said the 
board's rule allowing corporal punish¬ 
ment to lie lnfiicted only In cases where 
milder methods failed, and prohibiting 
the confinement of pupils In closets or 
dark places was a just and good urle, 
and that ft would cause trouble In 
many schools where aoirve children at¬ 
tend who cannot be otherwise con¬ 
trolled. 

•Mr. Atkinson snlil that the new rule 
would protect the teat hers as well a3 
the pup'll*. an<1 called attention to the 
Overhlll street school, where not a 
single blo\y had been struck by teacher 
or principal in four years, and he e'aid 
the principal's experln.ent had proved 
a success. Mr. Thompson offered an, 
amendment renulrlr-.g all cases r.f cor¬ 
poral punbhnvert to be reported to the 
miperir.to .dent, hut it wmr defeated by 
a vote of nine to four, and the rule as 
reported was adopted una/iimously.

The New Rule.

HUSBAND 


Of Mrs. Chadwick Inter¬ 
viewed In Paris. 


SHOCKED BY DISCLOSURES. 


SAYS THAT HIS WIFE DID NOT 
SETTLE LARGE SUM ON HIM. 


TO RETURN TO UNITED STATES 


Paris, Dec. 12.—Dr. Leroy S. Chad¬ 
wick. of Cleveland, O., whose wife. Cta- 
sle L. Chadwick, is held a prisoner in 
New York charged with frauds of a 
financial nature, has been living here 
quietly for some time, occupying quar¬ 
ters in a hotel In the center of Paris, 
but owing to the notoriety of hls w ife’s 
affairs, he has observed the greatest se¬ 
clusion. Dr. Chadwick was interviewed 
to-day and consented to talk regarding 
the troubles of hls wife, but requested 
that the name of th? hotel at which 
he is stopping be not disclosed, owing 
to the mortification It would occasion 
him. 

Dr. Chadwick Is somewhat beyond 
middle age, of slender build, and hls 
face Is very pale, giving him the ap¬ 
pearance of an Invalid, which h° ex-' 
plains is the result of a recent a?rlous 
attack of Roman fever, from which he 
Is now slowly recovering. He has not 
the appearance of a person accustomed 
to affluent surroundings. He has a 
keen visage and alert and rather ner¬ 
vous manner. He frequently reiterates 
hls desire to avoid attracting attention, 
mainly on account of hls daughter, a 
prepossessing girl of nineteen, by hls 
former wife, and who is accompanying 


him. 


Experienced a Shock. 


The Associated Press correspondent 
talked for an hour with Dr. Chadwick, 
going over the most important features 
of Mrs. Chadwick’s affairs, and partic¬ 
ularly questioning the doctor upon the 
principal points In the case. Hls an¬ 
swers were given slowly and with evi¬ 
dence of great .caution. "It is most un¬ 
pleasant to me." Dr. Chadwick said, 
"to be interviewed under the present 
circumstances. It was an extreme shock 
to me W’hen I saw' the newspaper re¬ 
ports concerning S he case. I learn ev¬ 
ery day new- features about the affair 
which I never knew' before. I do not 
think It desirable to enter into details 
until I return to America, as there 
have been so many misstatements that 
I do not know just what are the facts 
and what is fliction. There is no truth 
In the report that Mrs. /Chadwick set¬ 
tled a large sum on me. Do I look like 
a man of millions?" 

Dr. Chadwick called attention to hls 
appearance ns he uttered this remark, 
suying: “Anyone W'ould he able to see 
that I am not a man w'ho had received 
millions from hls wife," 

Asked concerning reports that Mrs. 
Chadwick Is in reality Lydia Devere, 
he answered: "The first time that I 
ever heard the name of Madame De¬ 
vere in this connection was when I 
saw It recently In the papers. Only once 
before had 1 ever heard the name De¬ 
vere. That was twenty-nine years ago 
at a post-mortem examination at which 
I assisted, on a woman of that name, 
who was said to have been a fortune 
teller. I only recall this from a pe¬ 
culiar surgical feature which the post¬ 
mortem developed." 

Dr. Chadwick mentioned this ns 
clearly showing his lack of knowledge 
that his wdfe was Lydia Devere. but * 
he declined to discuss further the cir¬ 
cumstances of hls marriage, saying it 
was a matter of public record and pure¬ 
ly personal. 

Questioned upon the financial aspects 
of his wife’s affairs. Dr. Chadwick re¬ 
plied : 

The financial matters In the case do 
not affect me in the slightest. They 
speak of bonds being found. I would 
like to know* what these bonds and 
papers look like."

"I would not like to harm anyone. 
I am very sorry to hear that Mr. Rey¬ 
nolds, secretary of the Park bank of 
Cleveland, an old and trusted friend, 
is in trouble. I have the profoundest 
respect for him and hls family. I have 
met Mr. Beckwith, of the Citizens’ 
Bank of Oberlln, only twice or perhaps 
three times. From whpt I saw* of him 
have the greatest respect for him 
and believe him to he an honest man. 
Concerning my relations with Mrs. 
Chadwick. I will explain them on my 
return to the United States. As to 
any real estate which she asserts she 
may have, that is n matter of public 
record, and her personal means I will 
not talk about. Naturally, I am tnk- 
ng a great Interest in the case, but I 
have not seen any lawyers relative to 
my status. Although I have not yet 
taken any definite steps concerning 
sailing, I Intend leaving Paris for the 
United States in a week or ten days." 

In the course of a later Interview 
with the Associated Press. Dr. Chad¬ 
wick said he must refuse to believe that 
Iri Reynolds could have said thut he

Sidelight On the Canal. 

The proposition t-o dig the Panama 
canal down to sea level ought, of 
course, be decided on Its merits, though 
there are likely to be serious compli¬ 
cations. 

An Interesting feature of this new 
proposition Is the sidelight which It 
throws on the decision of the route for 
the isthmian canal. As is well remem¬ 
bered. the Canal Commission reported 
In favor of tihe Nicaragua route. In 
reaching that decision the commission 
alluded to the high price which the 
French company asked for its propeity 
and concessions. Then the agents of 
the New Panama Canal Company got 
busy, and brought to bear powerful 
Influences. The commission revised it# 
report, and noted that the French com¬ 
pany had put down the price of Us 
property, and on this basis the Panama 
rguje was recommended. It was recom¬ 
mended tu> a sort of bargain counter at¬ 
traction. By taking it the commission 
estimated that we should get the canal 
for four million dollars less than we 
could obtain one via Nicaragua. The 
cheapness of the Panama route was 
the determining factor, apparently. In 
Inlluenclng the decision of the commis¬ 
sion. Wlhen It seemed that the Pana¬ 
ma route would coat more, the decision 
was in favor of Nicaragua. When the 
P t mima people cut the price so as to 
make their route appear the cheaper 
the commission at once reversed itself 
and recommended the Panama route. 

It should he noted that in making a 
comparison of the cost of the two routes 
the commission seemed to entertain no 
doubt as to its nihility to make trust- 
worths' estimates. There were engineers 
of reputation and ability on the com¬ 
mission, and they made their estimates 
In dollars and cents like men who knew 
What they jwere about, and struck a 
balance in favor of the route by way of 
Panama. Their figures were accepted 
without reserve ns to cost of construc¬ 
tion. The cost of the consent of Colom¬ 
bia was not an engineering question, 
aud could not be estimated on that 
basis. The canal bill, therefore, said 
in substance that the route should be 
across Panama if Colombia did the fair 
thing; otherwise, across Nicaragua. In 
this there wan no question of the fig¬ 
ures of the engineers as to the cost of 
oon#truction. To be sure, many expect¬ 
ed that the actual cost would exceed the 
estimates, ns is usual in pretty much 
All such projects. But that the engin¬ 
eers understood the problem they had 
to face was not seriously controverted. 

. On the Isthmus of Panama the work 
bad been going on for many years. 
The engineers of the commission had 
been on the ground, knew what had 
been done, what was in contemplation 
and made their estimates accordingly, 
and they were accepted as approximate¬ 
ly correct. It was hardly hinted that 
they did not understard the conditions 
with which they had to deal. 

Now. however, it appears that discov¬ 
eries have been made of obstacles in 
the way of the canal with locks 
which were not suspected when the 
final report was made. It was as¬ 
sumed, as bad been the Impression 
for some years, that such a canal could 
be made without encountering engineer¬ 
ing difficulties which were of an un¬ 
favorable character, and that the cost 
of overcoming such difficulties as were 
to be found could be calculated with 
approximate accuracy. All that Is now 
abandoned, thrown to the winds. Dif¬ 
ficulties apparently unsuspected are 
now discovered, of so formidable a na¬ 
ture that on entire change of the plan* 
U to be advocated. This change may 


Shall Democrats Bo Democrats? 

There are too many Intimations from 
; Washington that on questions on which 
the President and Republican congres¬ 
sional leaders may differ the Democrats 
in Congress .are expected to line up 
with the President. 

In this way. so the argument seems 
to run, serious divisions among the Re¬ 
publicans may be encouraged and a 
possible opening provided for Demo¬ 
cratic profit. 

Such arguments, however, seem to 
overlook the matter of principle, on 
which any real benefit to the Democrat¬ 
ic party, or any opposition party, must 
In the'end be based. Divisions Among 
the Republicans, furthered by the Demo¬ 
crats, regardless of their own convic¬ 
tions on the policies in Issue, could be 
of but temporary value, at best, to the 
Democrats. If they are to come Into 
power again, they must build up the 
party on a firmer foundation than mere 
divisions among the Republicans. They 
must stand for their own convictions. 
It matters not whether In doing thl«? 
they stand with the President, tvlth his 
Republican opponents, or against both 
factions of Republicans. If the Dem¬ 
ocratic party is to be built up on shifty 
and shallow opportunism. If Its repre¬ 
sentatives can be herded on any ques¬ 
tion with or oga'nst the President ns 
may appear most likely to aid Repub¬ 
lican schism. Irrespective of the merits 
of the question, then the Democratic 
party woflT be worth building up. 

The principles of the old party of 
Thomas Jefferson will survive in this 
country so long as it shall remain a 
republic, and they will Inspire some 
political party, whether that party he 
culled Democratic or by some other 
name. If there are wise Democratic 
h*nd^r» «t Washington they will see to 
It that it shall be the first aim of the 
'Democrats in Congress to uphold those, 
principles, rather than to flock on any 
side of any principle for the sole pur¬ 
pose of helping along a Republican 
split 

Republican splits are to be desired, 
but only,In the event that they offer 
a chance M the restoration of the 
Democratic party, not as a party of 
opportunism, butt of Democracy. 


The St. Petersburg Riot. 

The popular demonstration against 
the Government which occurred at St. 
Petersburg on Sunday, while not at¬ 
tended with bloodshed, may be taken as 
a significant indication of the unrest 
which prevails mdre or less throughout 
the empire, foreboding more dangerous 
conditions. It must not be confounded 
with the reform movement lately dis¬ 
closed by the action of the Zemstvos, 
which has been signalized by no dis¬ 
order and which originated among a 
substantial class of people proposing to 
operate by petition and other peace¬ 
ful means. The St. Petersburg demon¬ 
stration was organized by the Social 
Labor party and the students who 
represent a much more radical element 
and have no sympathy with the Zemst¬ 
vo movement. The fact that the police 
were able to suppress the disorders 
without resorting to extreme measures 
indicates that It was not regarded as 
a serious demonstration, tending to on 
actual popular uprising. It, however, 
emphasizes the unrest created by 
the war and the reverses met by 
the Russian arms, which if unchecked 
might attain dangerous strength. In 
some of Its aspects It calls to mind the 
preliminary street scenes In I*arls pre¬ 
ceding the popular uprising and revo¬ 
lution. 

The conditions of the humbler portion 
of the Russian people Is such, both in 
point of mental and physical equipment 
for Inaugurating a revolution, while the 
Government has such ready means of | 
suppressing any real uprising, that It 
would be very unfortunate If conflict 
should be precipitated at this time. The 
time seems to be favorable for the 
granting of substantial reforms 
through peaceful means, and every 
such demonstration or tendency to¬ 
wards actual revolution will operate 
only to rivet more firmly the chains of 
autocracy. It takes time to educate a 
people with the history of the Rus¬ 
sians, either for successful revolution 
or for the acquisition of more liberty 
through peaceful means. In the admin¬ 
istration of the Government there are 
two parties, the one represented by 
Svlatopolk-Mersky, the Minister of the j 
Interior, and the reactionary party 
headed by Alexleff. Duke Sergius and 
his brothers, uncles of the Emperor. 
The former is now manifesting 
disposition to grant reforms. If 
revolutionary meusures are Inaugur¬ 
ated it will revive the policy of the 
Emperor and his ministry* and give 
dominance to Alexleff and his asso¬ 
ciates. The situation Is critical, and 
time only can solve the problem which 
It involves. 


United States retains Its position as 
first among the coal producing coun¬ 
tries of the world, which It ha* held 
since 1899. when its output became 
greater than that of Great Britain. In 
1903 Its excess over Great Brit¬ 
ain was 99.381,811 ehont tons. Ger¬ 
many ranks third in production, fol¬ 
lowed In order by Austro-Hungary, 
France and Belgium, the total of the 
three latter combin'd being slightly In 
excess of 100,000.000 tons. 

The total production of the United 
9tates for 1903 was 357,356.416 short 
tons, valued at the mines at $503,724,381. 
Compared with 1902 this shows an In¬ 
crease of 55,766,977 tons, valued at $136.- 
692,312, Three-fifths of this increase 
was in the production of Pennsylvania 
anthracite and two-fifths in the bi¬ 
tuminous output. Of the total produc¬ 
tion the anthracite amounted to $74,- 
607,068 tons, valued at $152,036,448, while 
the bituminous output was 282,749.348 
tons*, with a value of $351,687,933. 

The report shows how limited in 
area are the anthracite to the 
bituminous coal fields, made more 
striking by the relative amount ami 
value of the output from each. The 
anthracite area consists of but 484 
square miles In Pennsylvania and two 
much smaller fields in Colorado and 
New* Mexioo, the output from the 
two latter never having exceeded 100.- 
0<M) tons In any year. On ihe other 
ham!, the bituminous areas, which are 
scattered widely over the United 
Staley, include altogether over 335,000 
square miles, classified Into seve^n 
fields. The first 1* the Triage field, 
embracing the Richmond basin In Vir¬ 
ginia and extending Into North Caro¬ 
lina . The seoond Is the Appalachian 
field, extending from the southwestern 
boundary of New York to Alabama, 
having a length of over 900 miles and 
a width of from thirty to 180 miles. 
This embraces the eastern coal of Ken- 
tueky, or nearly 12,000 square miles. The 
third, or northern field, i» confined ex¬ 
clusively to Central MiVhigurL The 
fourth, or central field, embraces the 
coal areas of Illinois. Indiana and 
Western Kentucky, the latter about 
3,500 square miles. The fifth, or West¬ 
ern field, Includes the areas west of the 
Mississippi, south of the forty-third 
parallel and ea*t of the Rocky moun¬ 
tains. The sixth, or Rooky mountain 
field, contains the coal areas in the 
States and Territories lying along that 
range of mountains, while the seventh, 
or Pacific Coast field, Includes the coal 
districts of ^Washington, Oregon, Cali¬ 
fornia and Alaska, 

It will thus be seen that with the 
exception of the* Northeastern part of 
the Union there is a very equable dis¬ 
tribution of coal, the tabular state¬ 
ments showing that coal is commer¬ 
cially mined in thirty States and Terri¬ 
tories. The largest urea having no coal 
embraces the New England States. 
New York, New Jersey and Delaware. 
The only Southern State* having none 
are South Carolina, Florida. Louisiana 
and Mississippi, each of which has It 
near at hand in contiguous States. In 
point of production Pennsylvania ranks 
first. Illinois second, Ohio third. Weft 
Virginia fourth. Alabama fifth, Indiana 
r.lxth and Kentucky seventh, all except 
two of them showing an Increased pro¬ 
duction over that of the previous year. 

The exhibit made by Kentucky in the 
report is very creditable and encourag¬ 
ing for Its future development. Its pro¬ 
duction In 1903 was 7.538.032 tons, with a 
spot value of $7,979,342. It Is one of the 
thirteen States which have increased 
their output annually since the period 
of prosperity began In 1896. In that year 
it produced 3.333.478 tons, valued at 
$2,684,306, showing an increase of more 
than 200 pef cent, in production, while 
the value of its output in 1903 was more 
than three times greater than In 1S96. 
Compared with 1902, the production 
shows a gain of 771,048 tons, or 11.4 j>er 
cent, in quantity, and $1,312,375, or 19.7 
per cent, in value. During the past 
year Kentucky advanced one step In 
the list of coal-producing .States, being 
eighth in 1902 and seventh In 1903. 
changing places with Colorado. 

Kentucky is the only State which em¬ 
braces In its territory portions of two 
distinct coal fields. Coal is commer¬ 
cially mined In thirty-nine counties, 
which do not include a number of 
other counties underlaid by coal, but 
without adequate facilities for getting 
It to market. The Western Arid has 
been longest w*orked and for a number 
of years has produced more than half 
the total output of the State. Thirteen 
counties produce the principal part of 
the output in the Eastern and twelve In 
the Western district. Another feature 
In which Kentucky holds a distinctive 
position Is in the production of cannel 
coal. In w’hiich it leads all other States, 
Its output In 1903 having been 138.006 
tons. 

Mr. Parker, who deserves credit for 
the thoroughness of the report, was 
one of the commission which settled the 
anthracite strike and w*as in charge of 
th4 United States mining exhibit at 
the World's Fair.

The United States Geological Sur¬ 
vey hns just Issued a valuable report 
on the production of coal in 1903. com¬ 
puted by Mr. Edward R. Parker, of 
the Survey. It U a pamphlet of 192 
pages, giving in detail the production 
of each State and the mining condi¬ 
tions in respf*<t to labor, wages. Im¬ 
proved method’s of mining, cost and 
value of the output. The number of 
miners shows an Increase, while labor 
received the highest wages fpr many 
years, w*lth a general shortening In the 
number of working hours. Time lost 
by strikes was unusually small, labor 
disturbances huvlng occurred chiefly 
iu Alabama and Colorado. The

HALL0WELL IN JAIL 


•MYSTERIOUS RED” UNDER THE 
CHARGE OF DISORDERLY 
CONDUCT. 


Chinese Waiter Frightened At Sight 
of Pistol and Calls the 
Police. 


The last bit of mystery was taken 
from W. C. Hallow’ell, alias "Mysterious 
Red," indicted for criminal libel, as the 
author of a series of alleged attacks 
upon the city administration, last night 
when Lieuts. Wickham and Burk ar¬ 
rested him at Sum Gong's Chinese res¬ 
taurant, Fifth and Jefferson streets, 
and locked him up on the charge of dis¬ 
orderly conduct. Against "Instructions.’’ 
ne and his wife came to Louisville last 
night for a little diversion. They went 
to the Chinese restaurant, and Mr. Hal- 
lowell, who was more or less Intoxi¬ 
cated, undertook to discuss with his wife 
the advisability of going home. The 
discussion waxed warm, and In the 
heat of the argument "Mysterious Red" 
took from a holster a long pistol and 
laid it upon the table. 

A Chinese waiter saw the gun and 
the excited glare In the flashing eyes 
beneath the bushy growth of red hair, 
and thought serious trouble was about 
to result. With a Chinese exclamation 
he ran down stairs and called the po¬ 
lice. The Lieutenants, who were near 
at hand, rushed upstairs and arrested 
the "man of mystery" while he was 
still objecting to his wife's suggestion 
to go home. 

"It was simply a Chinaman’s mis¬ 
take," said Hallowell at the Jail. He 
peered out between the bars with an 
expression of deep regret upon his 
countenance. He had a blanket wrap¬ 
ped about his shoulders and his long, 
brilliant hair stood up from his head. 

"I was not supposed to be on this 
side of the river to-night," he said, 
"and I am In bad now. I supposed my 
bond will be surrendered and the other 
charge will be placed against me. I 
have been In bad all the way through 
this miserable affair and this little 
event 1# nothing more nor less than un¬ 
fortunate. It can do me no real harm. 

"My wife and I pimply had a little 
spat. It was so small that I can't re¬ 
member how It happened. 1 simply 
laid my gun on th* table and the fool 
Chinaman made a howl for the police. 
That 8s all there wan in it There was 
no eaus* 3 for my arrest. It was simply 
a Chinaman’s mistake." 

Mrs. Hallowell %vas left In .the hands 
of the police, without & cent and with 
no means of getting back to New Al- 
l>any. where she and her husband have 
been stopping at the St. Charles Hotel. 
She went to Central police station and 
was later sent to the Willard Hotel. 

"My husband didn’t want to go 
home." she said, "and we had a little 
argument over it. He broke the chain 
of my boa and put his pls-tol on the 
table. It was no more than might oc¬ 
cur any time. He had been drinking a 
little."

AS TO LOCATION OF BRANCH LI¬ 
BRARIES. 


Board of T^rustees 0 f Louisville Free 
Public Library To Hold Im¬ 
portant Meeting. 


The trustees of the Louisville Free 
Public Library wifi meet this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock at the Louisville Public 
Library budding for the transaction of 
several business nriatiers of importance. 
A. H. Hopkins, the librarian, will prob¬ 
ably hand in his formal resignation. He 
intends to leave Louisville January 1 to 
assume charge of the Carnegie library 
at Pittsburg. Pa., and though the mat¬ 
ter is settled he has never handed In 
his resignation. 

The report of the Executive Commit¬ 
tee which was commissioned to decide 
on the location of the branch libraries 
will be mad* to-day and the Board of 
Trustees will inform Andrew Carnegie 
by letter. Mr. Carnegie’s additional do¬ 
nation for the maintenance of lhe 
branch libraries is expected to follow 
shortly. It will probably be 3200,000. 

The meeting to-day whs called for the 
purpose of taking action In regard to 
some needed repairs at the old Louis¬ 
ville Public Library, whirh Is now man¬ 
aged by the new library board. Addi¬ 
tional shelves are needed and pome 
changes will be made in the lighting 
arrangements. 

Other matters of Importance will be 
brought to the attention of the Board 
of Trustees and the meeting Is expected 
to be a busy one. William G. Tnchau, 
of the firm of Pilcher & Taohau. aroh:- 
tects, who prepared the plans for the 
neav library building, has written that 
he will arrive in Louisville not later 
than December 22 to take charge of the 
work on the new building. The Board 
of Trustees is anxious to get the con¬ 
struction of the building under way and 
Mr. Tachau will be instructed to go 
ahead as soon as practicable. 

Mr. Hopklrrs is desirous of having 
the board rake up the question of the 
Highland branch library and provide 
a suitable building for It. A free library 
is now being operated at Highland and 
Baxter avenues and the trustees are 
willing to turn it over to the new li¬ 
brary board. A building near the one 
row occupied ha«* been selected and 
.Miss Mary B. Pratt wll be continued 
In charge of the branch.

Better Facilities Promised For Hand¬ 
ling Immigrants At New 
Orleans. 


Washington, Dec. 12.— A*n Important 
conference was heM to-day at the Bu¬ 
reau of Immigration, the parties to It 
being 1% ink P. Sargent. Commissioner 
General of Immigration, and a delega¬ 
tion of railroads representing the pas¬ 
senger departments of railway# of the 
SouOi. The conference was held for 
the purpose of dlsieusilng the distribu¬ 
tion of immigrants. The railroad men 
present were A. H. Hanson, of the Il¬ 
linois Central; O. L. Stone, of the Lou¬ 
isville and Nashvi«e; John M. Beal, of 
St. L*ul •; W. L. Ganley, of Nashville; 
W. >H. Taytoe and M. V. Rldhards, of 
the Southern railway; W. J. Craig, of 
the Atlantic Ooapt Line; W. L. Gless- 
ner, of rhe Georgia Southern Florida; 
J. W. White, of the Seab >an| Air Line. 
Primarily, the railroad men desired to 
consider with CommLrioner Sargent 
the distribution through the South of 
immigrants arriving a t the port of New 
Orleans, and if po^ribi# to arrange for 
facilities for the handling of a large 
number of Immigrants ! to that porl. Mr.

Nellie Collingsworth, wjho wns pent 
from New Albany about a year ago to 
the Central Hospital for the Insane at 
Indianapolis, became Involved In n 
dfflcuity Sunday night with Mr*. Sarah 
Patterpon, another inmate of that In¬ 
stitution. In the fight between the wom¬ 
en Ml»s Colling*worth grave Mrs. Pat¬ 
terson a violent push, throwing her to 
the floor. In the fall her head struck 
•° violently that she died tt few minutes 
later from the Injury. 

The Inmates were being lined up by 
the attendant preparatory to conduct¬ 
ing them to the dining-room, on th« 
second floor of the women’s building of 
the institution, when the quarrel began. 
There was great excitement among the 
Insane people, but attendants from the 
other wards hastened to the room and 
quickly conducted them to their wards 
before any further damage was done. 

Mrs. Patterson was sixty-four years 
old. She was the wife of John Patter- 
eon, of Flat Ibork, Ind., and had been 
an Inmate of the hospital for the last 
thirteen years. Mtas Collingsworth had 
lived In New Albany for u number of 
years, and the police of that city for 
•event! years past have had consider¬ 
able trouble with her on account of her 
ungovernable temper. She had been 
arrested several Limes, and for a year 
before the inquem of lunacy was held 
which terminated In her being sent to 
the hospital sh© was generally believed 
to be of unsound mlnd. 

A few years ago she claimed to have 
been secretly married to William Mc- 
Jlavey, an old soldier who died sudden¬ 
ly 4n Louisville, leaving a small gum of 
money. Pretending to be his widow, 
she laid claim to his estate, but failed 
to realize anything out of It. She is 
about thirty-five years old. 

THINKS SOME MONEY DUE. 

Mrs. Armstrong Tired of Entertain¬ 
ing Railroad Cars. 

Suit was brought yesterday after¬ 
noon in the Fl-oyd Circuit Court, at 
New Albany, by Mary A. Armstrong 
against the Southern Railway Com¬ 
pany tio recover $1,000 damages for in 
Jury to property, which shows a re¬ 
markable comlML >n of affairs. 

In her complaint, made up of three 
paragraphs, the plaintiff alleges that 
her prar arty on West Fourth street, 
New Albany, was set on fire April 15, 
1004. by a spark from one of the com¬ 
pany's engines p«s**dng along the track 
a few feet distant, the damage being 
$200. On April 15, 1D04. the spi ond par¬ 
agraph recites, an engine or the com¬ 
pany ran- into the house and tore one 
side out of it. indicting damage to the 
amount of $500. In the third paragraph 
she alleges that on December 7. 1904. 
the company, without any warrant of 
law, any legal ownership or the usual 
condemirat ion of property, laid a tra 
on her premises, and is now operating 
cars over it. For this she demands $200, 
making a total of $1,000 for the three 
paragraphs. 

The house in question, which is sit¬ 
uated within a few fe^t of the main 
Mae of the Southern mil way, has ha 1 
many vicissitudes in the h^rt f*w years. 
It has been set on fire at least a dozen 
times and partially destroyed; has 
had hoies? burned in ihe roof, requiring 
a few* shingles to close, in a score of 
Instances, and a few years ago a box 
car jumped tbe track and plunged 
through the middle of the building half 
its length. At that time the people liv¬ 
ing there were partaking or a noonday 
meal in the room entered by the car, 
but they managed to escape through 
the front and rear doors without in¬ 
jury. _

Interest In Action Rectifiers Will 
Take On New License 
Tax Law.

In fall-1 f his head 
came in contact with a pile of cross 
ties. He fmstalned a bad scalp wound, 
requiring seven ^tltchej? to close, and 
In addition, received a severe wound on 
the neck. He was brought to his home, 
413 Bank street, New Albany, where 
bis Injuries were looked after by Dr. 
E. P. Easley, the company’s surgeon. 


NEW ALB 
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NOTES. 


Frankfort, K.v., Dec. 12.—[Special.]— 
The State Board of Valuation and As¬ 
sessment to-day made the annual as¬ 
sessment nf whisky for the puri»o8es of 
taxation, fixing the value at $$ per bar¬ 
rel. This has been the valuation for 
four or five years past. The distillers 
will at once pay the amount of taxes 
due Into the State Treasury. 

Under the act of the last General As¬ 
sembly providing for license taxes on 
rectified spirits, the first repQrt from 
the rectifiers is due to be tiled In the 
Department of the State Auditor on 
the last day of the present month, or 
within ten days thereafter. This re¬ 
port must show at the end of each six 
months the number of barrels and 
packages containing less than a barrel 
of compounded, rectified, adulterated 
or blended distilled spirits, known and 
designated as single stamped spirits, 
and accompanying the report must be 
paid fifty cents for each barrel and 
twenty-five cents for each package less 
than a barrel. There is a provision of 
the act of the Legislature Imposing a 
penalty of $500 for failure to so report 
to the Audttdr. Some time since an 
attorney for a rectifier approached 
Auditor Huger and spoke of filing an 
agreed case to test the law. Since that 
time he has heard nothing and pre 
sumes the report will be made as the 
law requires. It Is thought the recti¬ 
fiers will make the report us the law 
provides and then contest the payment 
of the money, and in that way bring 
a test case before the Franklin Circuit 
Court to settle the constitutionality of 
the act. The present llce?ise tax under 
which the rectifiers are doing business 
does not expire until Jammry 1 of next 
year, and It may be that they will not 
be required by the courts to report un¬ 
der the new act until after that date.

Pension Bills Passed.

(Conn.) and over the mihorlty opposi¬ 
tion. took up the bill of which he Is 
the author, entitled “To Improve Cur¬ 
rency Conditions.” t 

Mr. Hill said we must get back to 
the gold standard, which he learned 
from very high authorities had been 
“Irrevocably established,* He quoted 
former Attorney General Knox as giv¬ 
ing opinion that the powers of the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury to purchase sil¬ 
ver for subsidiary coin under the act of 
March 3, 1002. was without limitation.

And the Philippine Government

Washington, Dec. 12.—The Senate had 
under consideration to-day the pure 
food and Philippine Government bills. 
Debate on the former was confined to 
calling attention 1 to the Inadequacy of 
the protection accorded the people of 
the United States against Impure Poods 
and drugs. 

The discussion of the Philippine bill 
related solely to the quemlon of the 
guarantee by the Philippine Govern¬ 
ment of the incomft or interest on bonds 
of railroads In those Islands. Mr. 
Spooner, of Wisconsin, leading the crit¬ 
icism. 

The suggestion was made by Mr. 
New lands, of Nevada, t-hat the Phil¬ 
ippine Government should construct 
the sv»tem of railroads proposed. The 
debate brought out the firat reference 
in the Senate this session to Judge 
Parker’s views of t’he Philippine ques¬ 
tion, caused by Mr. Newlands quoting 
from certain utterances of William J. 
Bryan and President Roosevelt. 

“Why do yiou Ignore the views of 
Judge Parker?” interjected Mr. For- 
aker. of Ohio. 

“I don’t Ignore the views of any Dem¬ 
ocrat in tibe country.” replied Mr. Nenr. 
lands, who added that he had quoted 
Mr. Bryan because that gentleman for 
eight years had been the recognised 
leader of the Democrats.

Washington. Dec. 12.—Three witness¬ 
es were heard to-day in the case of 
Senator Reed Smoot before the Sen¬ 
ate Committee on privileges and elec¬ 
tions, the committee resuming Itft in¬ 
vestigation after a long recess. 

The first witness called was Rev. J. 
M. Buckley, D. D., of Morristown. N. J., 
editor of the Christian Advocate, of 
New York. Dr. Buckley told of visits 
to Utah in 1901 and again last June. At 
that time he attended a joint confer¬ 
ence of the Young Men's and Young 
Women’s Unions of Mormon!sm. Tho«e 
who spoke were Brigham H. Roberts, 
Elmira 8 . Taylor find President SrnlLh. 
Dr. Buckley read from an article he had 
written concerning the convention, and 
quoted from the speech of President 
Smith on the subject of marriage. 

“Then.” said Dr. Buckley, “President 
Smith drew himself up to his full height 
and spoke on the subject of divorce. He 
said that the mothers of his own chil¬ 
dren had been given him by God and 
were saints of God. He deplored the 
mother-in-law jokes and said that his 
own mothers-in-law were the best 
friends he ever hud. that they were 
true women, worthy of their daugh¬ 
ters.” 

Dr. Buckley read from another article 
on this meeting, which said that Presi¬ 
dent Smith's voice rang out "aa strong 
as William J. Bryan’s” as he defended 
the Mormon marriage, and declared 
that polygamy was not adultery, but 
was a system of marriage. President 
Smith was quoted by the witness as 
saying that he could not give up any 
of his wives; that it meant eternal 
damnation to abandon a multiplicity of 
wives. 

Dr. Buckley said he had made In¬ 
quiries concerning Senator Smoot, and 
he had fuund no one who said one word 
against him. Everywhere, the witness 
said. Senator Smoot was given an ex¬ 
cellent character. 

• • • 

Testimony of a Mormon. 

George Reynolds, a Mormon, living In 
Salt Lake, testified that he la the first 
assistant superintendent of Mormon 
Church Sunday-school and secretary of 
the Missionary Committee of the Apos¬ 
tles nnd formerly clerk or recorder of 
the Endowment house. This relation 
was severed In about 1871. The Endow¬ 
ment house was torn down In 1890. but 
the temple Is now used for the same 
purpose. In answer to questions by 
Senator Overman, Mr. Reynolds said 
marriages were performed with dead 
persons In the Endowment house. 

Mr. Taylor then anted if divorces 
were granted in the Endowment house. 

“The Church grants divorces to those 
who have been married for lime and 
eternity, but does not divorce legal 
marriages until the courts have acted." 
said Mr. Reynolds. “Plural marriages 
are not recognised by courts and. there¬ 
fore. the Church does not Consult the 
court In grautlng divorces In cases of 
such marriages." 

Senator Foraker asked If such di¬ 
vorces are granted from dead persons. 

“In a few instances only, 1 should 
say,” said the witness. 

'For something done after death or 
before?” the Senator asked. 

“In lifetime.” 

"Is the dead person given an oppor¬ 
tunity to be heard?” the Senator asked. 

“No. sir; it Is because such cases are 
held to he unjust to the dead accused 
that so few divorces of this kind are 
granted," sa!d witness. 

“Is anyone appointed to defend the 
accused ?” 

“Never; but the complainant is given 
a hearing If satisfactory evidence Is 
furnished to the case.” 

“Then It Is purely ex parte?” 

"Purely so.” 

Senator Overman was attempting to 
bring out what assurance a man may 
have of meeting his several wives in 
heaven If divorce»are granted after his 
death when the noon recess of the com¬ 
mittee was taken. 

• • • 

Unhappiness of First Wives. 


Mr. Reynolds resumed the stand at 2 
p. m., and testified that the president 
of the ohurcfh always had the authority 
to Issue ecclesiastical divorces. Mr. 
Taylor read from a republished address 
by Brigham Young on the question of 
the unhappiness of first wives after 
plural marriage* had been contracted 
by their husibands. In this address 
President Young said he was going to 
give aJl women until October l (date 
of address was not offered in evidence> 
to decide whether they wanted to in ¬ 
cept the teachings of the church. In 
the event they did no want to accept 
the doctrine President Young said he 
was going to give them their freedom 
to go where they would. He raid he 
was talking to all women, lvls own 
wives included, first wives and plural 
wives. 

Mr. Taylor a^ted Mr. Reynol Is If 
that promise to the women related to 
President Young's authority to grant 
(Mvoroes. The witness sahl he thought 
’/Te&ldervt Yomig did mot mean that. 

"Then what did he mean?” 

"1 think he was talking as a man 
who was annoyed and did not mean 
what he said," replied Mr. Reynolds. 
Continuing, he said the action of the 
prt?Rlden«t was based on the tffiffne au¬ 
thority In “looping on earth" or "bind¬ 
ing on earth" referring to divorces and 
marriages. 

Mr. Taylor showed the witness a con¬ 
tract of separation between George T. 
and Ellen Watson, which Mr. Reynolds 
acknowledged l(e executed lu 18117. Ho 
said that he doe* not know Whether the 
marriage he dissolved was a plural one 
or not. 

"Are you a polygamist?” Mr. Taylor 
asked. 

“Yes, pir," answered Mr. Reynolds. 

“Have you any children married In 
polygamy?” 

“I believe so—one daughter. ' 

“To whom is she married?” 

“If married it Is to Benjamin Clough.’• 

The witness explained that the mitr- 
ring<* had taken place In Mexico, but 
that he had no knowledge of the cere¬ 
mony and never had made any Inquires 
concerning It. It was brought out by 
Mr. Taylor that the witness had dis¬ 
played no curiosity on th** subject of 
the marriage because he believed the 
marriage to be a plural one. 

• • * 

Has Twenty-six Children. 

Mr. Reynolds testified that he had 
twenty-six children. He gave the names 
the seven presidents of the Seven¬ 
ties. of which he Is tJhe fourth In rank. 
Three of the women were polygamist*. 
He (Reynold*) had two wives now. 

“if you were to marry anoth?r worn. 
Ut^-morrow which would be your !e- 

”The one last married ’’ 

’’Would that not he adultery?" 

.i I L Wou,d 1 lon Guuc*il to live as 

he husband of the other women but 
» do not sustain such relations with 
iiiO| f> thap one." 

Mr. Reynolds srtid he understood that 
ffit of 1890 permitted him to 

Me vMth his plural wives without vio¬ 


lating the law. hut that no further 
wives could he contracted. Witness ac¬ 
knowledged that he ha* had children 
by two wive* since the manifesto of 
1890. Witness had never preached 
against polygamy nor had he tried to 
get others to do so. 

• * * 

Held His Tongue. 

“I have held my longue,” said Mr. 
Reynolds. 

“Yoyr situation mode it necessary for 
you to do so, did it not?*.’ 

“I think It did." 

Mr. Reynolds said he did not know of 
any effort made by any officials of the 
church to carry out the provisions of 
the Woodruff manifesto putting an end 
to polygamy. 

Mr. Reynold# said the only plural 
marriage he had heard of since the 
manifesto was that of hiB daughter, 
w hich took place In Mexico. 

Senator Dubois asked Mr. Reynolds If 
his daughter or her husband had been 
cut off from the churoh because of the 
marriage. The witness said that both 
of them had been in Mexico and had 
never been before the church authori¬ 
ties for trial. 

Mr. Reynolds said Uhat he was one of 
the ad vis ip who aided in perfecting 
the Woodruff manifesto, which was 
first submitted In President Woodruff's 
handwriting. He testified that the com- 
rnlttee had revised the manifesto.

COTTON CONVENTION. 


A PARLIAMENTARY TANGLE. 


Shreveport. La.. Dec. 12.—After being 
almost hopelessly deadlocked in a par¬ 
liamentary tangle over the question of 
permanent organization the first gea- 
Bidn of the National Cotton Convention 
to-day finally adjourned until 8 o'clock 
to-night without selecting permanent 
officers. 

More than 400 delegates, represent¬ 
ing every cot ton-growing State in the 
Soiuth. assembled at the Grand opera- 
house at 3 o'clock this afternoon for a 
four-day*' meeting, to discuss the boll 
weevil situation and devise, if possible, 
ways and means for the eradication cr 
control of the pest. The session was 
largely preliminary, temporary organi¬ 
zation being effected by the nomination 
and election of the Hon. W. G. Bolton, 
ot Rapides* La., os temporary chairman, 
and Prof. J. H. Connell, of Dallas. Tex., 
as temporary secretary. 

• • • 

Judge Pugh’s Address. 

The convention W89 called to order 
by Judge J. C. Pugh, chairman of the 
Executive Committee, who voiced the 
purples of the gathering in a ringing 
speech. Judge Pugh said that the ttels- 
gf-trs had been called together to con¬ 
sider a question of vital Importance to 
the welfare of the South, and indeed 
to that of the nation. He feared the 
gravity of th" situation had not been 
fully realized by the people. The cot- 
tor. fields of Texas ar.d a part of Lou¬ 
isiana had been Invaded by an insect, 
sweeping tn its destruction, and If this 
convention could not map out a prac¬ 
tical plan to check or exterminate this 
peat the cotton crop of the* United 
States would roon (become *o involved 
as Jo cause a most serious disaster to 
the producer and the commercial inter¬ 
ests which this industry supports 
The entire cotton bHt Is threatened 
by the boll weevil, he Bald, and uniees 
decisive, prompt and energetic meas¬ 
ure* are taken to ;irr~«u Ms progress, 
the weevil will, !n the course of time, 
destroy one of the greatest money cror.s 
of the nation. Judge Pugh continued:

Gov. Blanchard, of Loutsianu. next 
welcomed the delegates to the State. 

Harvey P. Jordan, of Georgia, presi¬ 
dent of the Cotton Growers' Protective 
Association of the United States, re¬ 
sponded to Gov. Blanchard's address of 
welcome. He said the Georgia delegates 
had traveled ri long distance to lend 
their aid In preventing encroachments 
of the boll weevil tn the Southeastern 
cotton growing States and to lend their 
advice and old tn helping destroy the 
ravaging Insect. 

At this stage of the proceedings a 
Texas delegate moved that the con¬ 
vention proceed to the election of per¬ 
manent officers. A dozen delegates 
were on their feet In an Instant clam¬ 
oring for recognition. One of these 
moved an adjournment while another 
questioned the propriety of the con¬ 
vention’s going into permanent organ¬ 
ization before the credentials of the 
delegates had been passed upon. Final¬ 
ly, after much confusion. It was vot*d \ 
to recognize every delegate wearing a 
badge and a. motion to name a com¬ 
mittee on credentials was voted down. 

• • • 

A Delegate Creates a Stir. 

A Shreveport delegate secured the 
floor and favored a motion for adjourn¬ 
ment. He created a stir by charging that 
a number of delegates were attempting 
to Inject politics Into the selection of 
a permanent presiding officer. The 
chairman nearly lost control of the con¬ 
vention at this point., but quiet was 
finally restored and adjournment was 
taken until 8 o'clock to-ulght. 

Among the delegates present is Dr. 
Otto Gogz^w, Imperial German agri¬ 
cultural and foreRtry expert, represent¬ 
ing Baron Speck von Sternberg, the 
German Ambassador to Use United 
States. 

Dr. Gngzow Is on the programme for 
an address. To a representative of the 
Associated Press he said he was here 
to profit by the deliberations of the 
convention. He wus accompanied by 
several of his countrymen, all of whom 
was taking a lively interest in the boll 
weevil problem.

Th*' walls of the pattern rvom are 
so twisted and bulged that It Is fear¬ 
ed they will collapse. Every window in 
the pattern room was broken and in 
several homes In the neighborhood 
dishes were thrown from sideboards 
and Window panes were Shattered 
The workmen rushed wildly out and 
sought a place of safety. The bomb is 
supposed to have been hurled from the 
roof of the sand room. Members of th* 
company declare It was the work of 
strikers. 


The assessed valuation of property In 
Louisville for 1905 will be greater than 
for the present year, though Dan F. 
Murphy, the City Assessor, who has 
finished the assessments for 1905 will 
not make public the figures until he 
sends his report to the General Council 
to-night. The assessment for 1904 was 
something over $132,000,000. and the 
General Council. In making the new tax 
rate, can figure on a bigger income 
from each cent levied, though how 
much more is not definitely known. Mr. 
Murphy will submit bis report to Mayor 
Charles F. Grainger tilts morning, and 
will send] It to the Cou-ncJl to-night. 
The Increase In value rhuws the growth 
of the city despite the fact that the ex¬ 
empted property in the city was In¬ 
creased during the year, and ts now 
valued n-t over $20,000,000. 

The new tax rate must be decided by 
the General Council during the present 
month as unless the new rate is fixed 
before January 1. the rate for 1904 will 
b.-oorne the rate for 1905 by law. A 
meeting of the Joint Finance Commit¬ 
tee of the two boards will be called this 
week, and the work of fixing the tax 
rat* will be taken up. The committee 
will have to consider the recommenda¬ 
tions of each of the etty departments 
and the heads of the several branches 
of th? city govert men: are now pre¬ 
paring their estimates for the coming 
year. The Council ha a rale finds It 
receesary to cut down the estimates 
of the several departments In order not 
to put the tax raite high. 

The Joint Finance Committee will 
consult frequently with Mayor Grain¬ 
ger before deciding on a tax rate. The 
Mayor and th* members of the General 
Council will put the rale as low as pos¬ 
sible and each department will b? al¬ 
lowed only that which in absolutely 
necessary for an economical manage¬ 
ment dr its part of the city’s business. 

EXPECTED TO RESIGN. 

James P. Edwards Will Decide Course 
Shortly. 

The resignation of James P. Edwards 
as a member of the Board of Public 
Safety will probably be handed to 
Mayor Charles F. Grainger shortly Mr. 
Edwards has told h!s friend* that he 
will either abandon h.!s law practice or 
resign his office, and from hh? manner 
hia friends have been led to believe that 
he will not give up his practW. 

*‘I have not finally decided which 1 
will do," he said yesterday, "I intend 
to do one or the other and my practice 
Is worth considerably more than the 
salary of a member of the Board of 
Public Safety. One thlrg is certain, 1 
shall not permit my position to be used 
as a weapon to fight Mr. Grainger’s 
admin lot ration. I have not consulted 
the Mayor, and have tuken no formal 
steps In the matter as yet."

New York. Dec. 12.—Beginning with 
heavy declines In Amalgamated Cop¬ 
per to-day's stock market was weak 
through the entire session, the occa¬ 
sional rallies failing to hold prices for 
more than a few minutes at a time. 
Although values crumbled away rapid¬ 
ly, there nas little excitement In the 
street. Brokers seemed to have noth¬ 
ing but selling orders, thev said, and 
they did not look beyond that fact, the 
recent reckless speculation and the 
campaign by newspaper advertisement 
against a Copper stock to find reasons 
for the drop in prices. Money waa 
fiisy and loans were made freely, but 
collateral was. scrutinized very careful¬ 
ly. The market closed weak with prices 
generally at the lowest. Mojre than 
2.000.000 rhare* of *tock changed hands 
during the day. 

The selling wave continued nearly all 
the forenoon with only a temporary re¬ 
action. end about noon the market 
showed further weakness. An impres¬ 
sive feature of the forenoon was the 
heavy selling by London houses. The 
sales of London houses were the largest 
In the Steel stock.-?. There wag evident¬ 
ly a good supply of stop-loan orders on 
hand, but the shorts did not fare much 
worse than some others. 

The violence of the opening declines 
was so great and so pronounced that 
many brok€*rs and traders on th* floor 
were overwhelmed with surprise and 
for n 1'lttle while were quite nonpluesed 
Any market aupport that may have 
existed was without the slightest effect 
One of the moat sensational breaks was 
in Greene Consolidated Copper on the 
curb. It had been selling around 34 
early in the day and had declined only 
nominally. In the afternoon th* stock 
broke nearly ten points to 22 Ten points 
in Greene Co-pper is the full pur 'alue 
of $10. 

One of the interesting stories heard 
during the day had it that to-day’s 
break was in th* Interest of a so-called 
bu-ket-shop system, which has its 
h * idquarfera In Boston, with numer¬ 
ous branch offices throughout New 
England and New York State. There 
was much gossip of a general char¬ 
acter. 


PRESBYTERY REINSTATES 
PROMINENT CLERGYMAN. 


New York, Dec. 12.—Tlie Rev. Dr. 
Samuel T. Carter, one of the three 
Presbyterian clergymen who started 
the movement which led to the revis¬ 
ion of llie Presbyterian creed In Amer¬ 
ica and whom many Presbylerians de¬ 
sired to nee put on trial for heresy, 
was reinstated by the Nassau County 
Presbytery to-day «t a meeting in Ja¬ 
maica. L. I. Rev. Dr. Carter made a 
somewhat dramatic appeal In which he 
bitterly condemned the Westminster 
confession and declared that "scholastic 
theology is wrong from Its base up¬ 
ward." 


Death of Capt. J. H. Westerfield. 

New York, (Dec. 12.— Capt. John H. 
Westerfield. an assistant engineer of 
the United States army, is dead at hJs 
home here. He recently returr.eJ from 
Frankfort. Ky., where he contracted 
"swamp" fever while a-t work on river 
improvements. He had been in the 
’Government service many years. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day de¬ 
cided the case of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company vg. the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad Company, involving the 
right of the railroad company to re¬ 
move the telegraph company’s poles 
from its right of way. In favor of the 
railroad company. The opinion was 
handed down by Justice McKenna In 
the decision the court held that the 
congressional act of 1866, which con¬ 
trolled In the case, does not grant emi¬ 
nent domain to telegraph companies over 
Lhe private property of railroad com¬ 
panies. 

The Supreme Court also decided the 
case of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company vs, the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road Company, involving the right of 
the telegraph company to condemn a 
part of the railroad'* right-of-way In 
Western Pennsylvania and appropriate 
It for its lines In opposition to the rail¬ 
road company’s contentions. This is a 
second case In the controversy between 
these companies. The ease was decided 
against the telegraph company. 

STATE ASKS INJUNCTION 

Against the Vandalia Merger and 
Wants Receiver Appointed. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Dec. 12.—In con¬ 
nection with the reopening of the suit 
for $3,000,000 brought by the State 
through ex-Attorney General K*tcham 
against the Vandal la railroad, Mr. 
Keteliam filed an application for a re¬ 
ceiver for the road and asked for an 
injunction to prohibit the proposed 
merger of the Terre Haute and Indian- 
apolle, St. Louis, Vandal ia and Terre 
Haute. Indianapolis and Vincennes. 
I/ogan«port and Toledo and Terre 
Haute and Lngansport railroad com¬ 
panies. all of which are at present con¬ 
trolled by the Pennsylvania system. 

Mr. Ketcham. in his suit., claimed the 
Torre Haute and Indianapolis ami the 
St. Louis. Vandalia and Terre Haute 
railroad companies were alone solvent 
of the five companies proposed to be 
merged, and the effect of the proposed 
merger would be to make the merged 
line insolvent. He asked that the meet¬ 
ing of the stockholders of the Vanchalla. 
which is to be held at Terre Haute 
Wednesday, be enjoined from complet¬ 
ing the formalities necessary to com¬ 
plete the merger. 

Judge Carter to-day decided that the 
hearing will not be held before Wednes¬ 
day and therefore the merger will not 
be interfered with. The hearing of the 
application for a receiver will also come 
up some time after Wednesday. 

WESTERN RAILROAD MEN 

Succeed To Good Positions Witli the 
C.. H. and D. Company. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 12—The resignation 
of S R Fleeter, superintendent of the 
north and south division of the C., H 
arid D. road, with headquarters at Day- 
ton, and of W. C. Shoemaker, superin¬ 
tendent of the Indianapolis and Spring- 
field divisions, with headquarters ut 
Indianapolis, were received to-day by 
General Manager Edson. Their succes¬ 
sors will be R. H. Bowren, who takes 
the place of Mr. Floeter, and H. E. 
Wihittenberger. who will have charge of 
the Indianapolis and Springfield divi¬ 
sion. Both the new men were formerly 
with the Denver and Rio Grande road 
at Pueblo and at Alamosa. 


The testimony of W. G. Vnn Vleck. rep¬ 
resenting the Harriman interest, was 
taken to-day. 

Thirty-seven Mills Resume. 

Pittsburg. Pa., Dec. 12.—The Ameri¬ 
can Sheet and Tin Plate Company 
started thirty-seven tin plate mills to¬ 
day und every plant is running with 
but seven of the 242 mills idle. Of the 
Idle mills five are at Sharon. Pa., and 
two at Martins Ferry, Ohio. These 
likely will be going before the end of 
the week. 


American Enterprise In Russia. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 12.—A building 
erected by un American sewing ma¬ 
chine company, the handsomest struc¬ 
ture In Russia, eleven stories high and 
built of granite, was opened to-day. It 
is the first building In th- empire In 
which the American construction sys¬ 
tem has been used. 

The Fall River 8trike. 

Fall River, Mass.: Dec. 12.—Tlie twen¬ 
ty-first wetk of the strike of cotton 
operatives opened without special feat¬ 
ure. At the mills steady gains are re¬ 
ported. The main difficulty is sntd to 
be in securing weavers. Mills which 
rely upon male spinners are also at a 
disadvantage. 

ExSenator Jones Interested. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Dec. 12.—Appli¬ 
cation for a charter for the Bout hern 
Skein and Foundry Company, capital 
$100,000. was filed here to-day. Among 
tlie incorporators are former Senator 
James K. Jones, of Arkansas, and 
James G. Johnson, of Kansas. 

Four Seats Sold At Auction. 

New York. Dec. 12.—The four seats On 
the Cotton Exchange held by Daniel J. 
Sully & Co. were auctioned off to-day 
on the floor of the exchange for $40,100. 
Tlie three seats held in the name of 
Dan J. Sulfy were sold for $10,000 each.

Thomas W. Lawson ts antagonistic. But ap¬ 
pearances do not always count for what they 
seem. and. this fact aside, the Standard Oil 
crowd may find It more lo their pecuniary' ad¬ 
vantage to Hava th* mg.rk©t decline at present, 
as It gives them the opportunity to mak© money 
on the short side and ultimately to acquire 
large holdings of good stocks at lower figure*.

The Rochester Council Committee on Law 
and Railroads heard argument oti matters tn 
dl^ptit* concerning the Rochester Railway Com¬ 
pany. concerning which the Rochester Herald 
print* a column report. According to this pa¬ 
per Ma> <>r Cutter at the cutset made a state¬ 
ment declaring It ?vns not his wish or Intrn-' 
tion to encroach on the property right* of tho 
company. If the unused and abandon?d fran¬ 
chise* belong to the company, the oourts can 
so decide; if they belong to tho dty they are 
valuable rights, which .should be regained, as 
th® railroad company has not perfected Ita 
rights by granting sarvice to the people. 

Attorney Rlssell, representing the company, 
stated that he had agreed at the last meeting 
1 to eurrendor old franchises on twelve streets, 
but that, on further In vest iga tion. he had de. 
elded this coaid not be done. "I stated." ho 
said, ‘ that there was no proapoct that the com¬ 
pany would wish to operate on these street*, 
and that the franchises might be surrendered. 

I have since reflected that there are mortgag-w 
cm these franchises, executed by the consol¬ 
idate! railroad company, and these mortgagee 
ar* a lien on tho franchise*. I do not eee whag 
It would avail anybMy to release them, and 1 
suggest that th* twelve street* on which I 
agreed to aurrender the franchises go with the 
rest, and that the Attorney General decide 
whether all the franchises shall be taken Into 
court for cancel la t lcm." 

Mr. Rlaaell said the Rochester Railway Com¬ 
pany was naturally a monopoly, bat It wm* a 
monopoly In the Interest of the people- It was 
better for one company to control all the street 
railway traffic, and If the franchises w'ere put 
up at auction tn* Rochester Railway Company 
would bo the only bidder. 

At the conclusion of this discussion Alder- 
man Kelly said that, as long as the company 
was unwilling to surrender any of th« fran¬ 
chises. he thought the Council should adept 
franchl*} ordinance and let tb« Mayor take tha 
matter before the State Attorney General. Ha 
moved the committee report the ordinance for 
adoption by the Council, and thle wss carried.

WATER CAUSES 


JAPANESE WARES IMPORTED 
UNDER FALSE INVOICES. 


MAIN LOSS IN BOARD OF TRADE 
rBUILDING. 


Superintendent Buckner and Others 
On Lower Floor Forced To 
Seek Other Quarters. 


The fire In the Board of Trade build¬ 
ing at Third avenue and Main street 
early yesterday morning caused damage 
of $7,000* rs nearly as can be estimated, 
and th j greater part of the loss was 
caused by the enormous quantities of 
water used to quench the flames roar¬ 
ing through the entire length of the 
building up the elevator shaft. Less 
by fire was Tittle more than $ 2,000 and is 
confined to the elevator shaft and the 
roof. The former wdll have to be rebuilt 
ami a large patch will be placed upon 
the roof. 

Smoke made the fire one of the moat 
difficult to fight the firemen have ex¬ 
perienced in several months. The en¬ 
tire building was permeated with the 
suffocating blackness and for some time 
the firemen had much difficulty in lo¬ 
cating the base of the fire. Little trouble 
was found in quenching the tlames 
-when the latter was found. 

Three accidents occurred during and 
following the fire, but none of them 
will prove serious. William Arnold, of 
So. 1 hook and Ladder, fell through a 
skylight from the fifth to the fourth 
floor, wrenching his back and ankles. 
He will be off duty several days. Rufus 
Donelaon, a colored janitor, was struck 
by a falling tile while cleaning up the 
debris yesterday morning and was pain¬ 
fully injured about the head. The of¬ 
fices of R. G. Dun’s Commercial A gem y 
w-jre only slightly damaged and the 
offices on the lower, floors sustained the 
greatest k>s*. That of Supt. J F. Buck¬ 
ner is a total w f reck, arid many other 
occupants of the first floor have 
been forced to seek temporary head¬ 
quarters elsewhere. 

The loss In the building Js covered 
by insurance, about $85,000 in policies 
being held. 

ABSENT WITNESSES 

CAUSE CONTINUANCE. 


EXPERT TO APPRAISE GOODS. 


Trial of Harry C. Young Goes Over 
To February 20 On Common¬ 
wealth’s Motion. 


A continuance of the case of Harry 
C. Young, charged with the murd«r of 
Tl. C, Dcbo. was granted yesterday in 
the Criminal Uourt at the request of the 
( ’ommonwealth on account of absence 
of two Important witnesses. Februarv 
20 was the dale fixed for trial and the 
defendant was returned to jail w ithout 
bond. 

William Nieder. one of the two eye¬ 
witnesses of the killing, is at present* at 
French Lick Springs for his health, 
while Dr. H. H. McCullough, who at¬ 
tended Debo when he was shot and 
beard his dying statement. Is 111 at h:F 
home with ‘tonslHUs. Debo’w statement 
was to the effect that the shoaling was 
entirely unprovoked. James P. Ed¬ 
wards, counsel for the defendant, an¬ 
nounced ready, but did not attempt to 
force the Common wealth to trial. Jo¬ 
seph M. Huffaker, Commonw’ealth’s At¬ 
torney. said he was willing for the case 
to be given a short continuance or until 
his witnesses had recovered their health. 

Mr. Edwards said that on account of 
the attitude of the Commonwealth he 
would make another motion for ball, as 
he did not think Young should continue 
to lie In Jail. He wished to be allowed 
to introduce further proof and make 
another Argument. Mr. Huffaker stren¬ 
uously objected to the motion and the 
defense did not prow* it further then 
Mr. Edwards said tha4 as he expected 
to be absent In New York for about n i 
month he would ask that the case g<» 
generally. This threw It Jnto the Feb- 1 
ruary term. 


The Christmas rush at the Louisville 
post-office has begun and the clerks 
are anticipating the hardest two xveeks 1 
work of their lives, for not only will 
the amount of business to be handled 
he greater than ever before, but the 
force of men will be shorter than for 
several years. The post-office depart¬ 
ment at Washington Is economizing, 
and Dr. T. H. Baker, the postmaster, 
has no fund for auxiliary help during 
the holidays. In the past few years 
from ten to twenty-five extra clerks 
were employed during the holidays to 
assist In handling the mall, selling 
stamps, registering letters and assist¬ 
ing In the money order division. 

An allowance of $1,000 was annually 
made for auxiliary clerks during the 
busy seasons, but after the exposure 
of the corruption in the department at 
Washington, measures of economy were 
adopted and the Louisville allowance 
was cut down from $1,000 to $500. The 
greatest part of this amount has al¬ 
ready been expended, leaving practical¬ 
ly nothing to pay for additional clerks 
during the holidays. 

Dr. B:ik*r said yesterday that the 
clerks will have to work from ten to 
fifteen hours a day until after Christ¬ 
mas. They will be shifted from one 
department to another to help each 
other out’. At present the money order 
division Is the busiest. Many foreign 
horn men and women annually send 
money to their parents and relatives in 
the old world for Christmas presents 
and buy the money orders early to mall 
them in time to reach the other side 
by Christmas. 

The rush lias already started in the 
registry and mailing divisions and 
many packages are being forwarded 
dally, though the rush Is not at Us 
height. Dr. Baker expects to secure 
some extra carriers to assist the reg¬ 
ular men when the packages from other 
clttea begin to arrive in Louisville. 

DEFRAUDING UNCLE SAM. 

Japanete Goods Entered At Prices 
Below Value. 

The customs officials have discovered 
that many articles Imported from Jap¬ 
an. and on which an ad valorem duty 
Is paid, have been undervalued in the 
Invoices from, 25 to 273 per cent., and 
steps will lie taken to see that the Im¬ 
portations are appraised at their prop¬ 
er value. James A. McEnery, the spe¬ 
cial agent of the Treasury Department 
hi Cincinnati, has written to the local 
customs officers telling them that the 
first discovery of undervalued Japan¬ 
ese goods has been followed by an In¬ 
vestigation and the further discovery 
that hi nearly every port of entry the 
Japanese goods have been entered at 
prices far below their renJ value. 

In the future the department will 
send un expert on Japanese wares to 
each city where an importation Is en¬ 
tered. The expert will nccompany the 
local appraiser and will de< lde whether 
the price given is Equivalent to the 
value of the articles. 


Mrs. Julia Adkins was yesterday 
given a verdict for $80o against John 
Blaes In Judge Field’s court. This Is 
another phase of the complications said 
to have been brought about by E. D. 
Fryer, who Is now uAder indictment for 
demanding money dn a forged paper. 
Since the grand jury acted on his cose 
he has never been located by the au¬ 
thorities. Mr. Blaes. who Is prominent 
In Masonic and Grand Army circles, 
claims that he was as much victimized 
by Fryer as anyone else involved in 
the transaction. He took acknowledg¬ 
ment of the mortgage, but declares 
that he did so In good faith. 

Fryer was Mrs Adkins* agent, and 
as such she turned over to him $800 to 
lend. He is said to have told her 
that Mrs. Margaret I Heboid wished to 
make the loan and wmuld give u mort¬ 
gage on her house and lot. Mrs. Ad¬ 
kins made no investigation, and 
thought, the mortgage loan was all 
right when she received from Fryer a 
mortgage upon the property In question 
along with a mortgage note to which 
Mrs. Dlebold’s name was signed. The 
Interest was paid for three years when 
It failed and Mrs. Adkins Inquired what 
was the matter. When Mrs. Diebold 
found that there was a mortgage 
against her property she brought suit 
to clear the title, claiming fraud and 
won her case. Mrs. Adlctns. who had 
lost the $800, sued Mr. Blaes and his 
bondsman. Mike Herrmann. Nine mem¬ 
bers of the Jury signed the verdict. 
Mr. Blaes says that a woman whom 
Fryer introduced to him as Mrs. Die¬ 
bold signed the mortgage when he took 
the acknowledgment. 

Allowed Claims For Services. 

W. T. Nugent yesterday secured a 
verdict for $720 against Joseph Kott- 
moji. a saloonkeeper, for services ren¬ 
dered the defendant ns a salesman for 
a fertilizing establishment conducted 
by him. Nugent Is the son of E. B. 
Nugent, the veteran drygoods mer¬ 
chant, and at one time spent several 
months In jail at the order of Federal 
Judge Evans on account of failure to 
produce assets which creditors of his 
father said that he had In charge but 
would not surrender after bankruptcy 
proceedings had been Inaugurated. 

The defendant had a counterclaim of 
$144.60. which was disregarded by the 
Jury. Kottmnn contended that It was a 
bill for liquors and cigars, but Nugent 
said that he had not contracted the In¬ 
debtedness because he was In Jail at 
the time It was said to have been made. 
A number of the items wen* for cigar¬ 
ettes. blit Nugent declared he never 
smoked a cigarette In his life. In re¬ 
counting hl« services for the defend¬ 
ant he said he had mode several trips 
out of th*» city in the interest of the 
fertilizer business. Witnesses for the 
defendant said they understood Nugent 
had only left the city because United 
States Deputy Marshals were looking 
for hint.

Want Track Removed. 

E. L. McDonald and Roberta S. Bry¬ 
ant yesterday filed an injunction suit 
against the Southern Railway Company 
and the Chess Sr Wyniond Company to 
compel them to remove a piece of track 
built upon a lot of ground located be¬ 
tween Third and Fourth avenues north 
of the defendant’s road, a right of 
way. In which the plaintiffs claim to 
have title. They allege that the em¬ 
ployes of the road laid the tract which 
Is about 100 feet In length on the night 
of December 7, and that it neither con¬ 
nects the main line or any other spur, 
but Is entirely Isolated. Plaintiffs say 
they never gave any consent to the 
construction of the track.

Former Jeopardy Pleaded. 

Mrs. Ada Nabers, arraigned In the 
Criminal Court yesterday, pleaded not 
guilty to the Indictment charging her 
with severely heating her adopted son, 
Freddie Brown. Aaron Kohn. her at¬ 
torney. demurred to the Indictment and 
entered a special plea of former Jeop¬ 
ardy and acquittal, upon which he 
claims that Mrs. Nabers should he re¬ 
leased from custody. Argument on the 
case was set for Saturday. The special 
plea stated that Mrs. Nabers had been 
tried In the Police Court on the charge 
of disorderly conduct, and that after all 
the evidence had been completed the 
prosecuting attorney moved to amend 
the charge to assault and battery. This 
was done by the court In thr* face of 
objection by the defense. It Is claim¬ 
ed that the trial constituted former 
Jeopardy and the amended charge ac¬ 
quittal of the disorderly conduct 
charge. The bond was fixed at 15(8). 
and John C. Jacobs, n grocer at fl?2 
First street, offered to give the surety. 
Though he swore he possessed person¬ 
alty to the extent of $3,000. Judge Pryor 
declined to accept him because held 
no real estate. Mrs. Nabers will at¬ 
tempt to secure other surety.
